Human Bone> In 


Caves of the Ohio Valley :Tell 


of Part Periods. 


Among the enormous number of an- 


imal and human bunes that.lie lu tlie 
caves of the Ohio valley there may 
bo discovered evidences that man-ex- 
isted in America In the Glacial age. 
So thinks Arthur M. Miller, professor 
of geology-In the University of Ken- 
tucky, who has been Investigating and 
excavating new finds of bonos"Mhat 
have been' made near Lexington. 


In two caves near Lexington I'rofes- 


sor Miller found human bones Identl- 
fled as belonging to an Indian man, 
and bones of raccoon; ground hog, gray 
fox, ileer, buffalo and bear. The bear 
skele'ton, partly fossilized, Is supposed 
to be the remains of a polar bear that 
lived in a great Ice age before the 
present geologic era. . 


Thomas Jefferson and William Hen- 


ry. Harrison, Presidents both, were 
among the prominent men who exca- 
vated mammalian remains at Big Bone 
Lick In the early years" of the last 
century.

bones was more Intense then than it 
has been lately because caves were 
discovered often during the mining of 
nitrous earth when the saltpeter in- 
dustry flourished In that part of the 
country.

!spals swarm by thousands a.ncl bun- 
jdrt/ils of thousands, and the crews of 


:tho ships, called ".--eHlerd," engcje for 


• two or three weeks In a slaughter of 
the "whltecoals." Tlie ships are load- 
Jed, 
often to the hatches, or even the 


guuw hales, with the pelts of the seals. 
.On reaching St. John's the several 
.Inches of fat are removed from the 
Isklns and rendered out for tlie valua- 
ble oil.

II U here that the airplane comes 


In. Major Cotton's plan Is to set out

Cotton had many difficulties to over- 


come. In ths first place, It meant win- 
ter flying. He was told by aviation 
experts In England that It could not 
be done.' There was the matter of 
freizlng of the radiator, for Instance, 
'HOW was he jolng to fly In very cold 
atmosphere without his radiator freez- 
ing solid? 


Then, how "was the plane to take 


off from the-snow? Hew was he to 
conquer the gales and snow blizzards 
"of the Interior of Xe«--foondland, not 
"to speak of the Ice fields, where many 
ships had gone down In storm end 
many hundreds of sealers had per- 
'ished. 
! Flying In Newfoundland in the win- 
ter means, often, flying In a temper- 
arare 20 -dep-ees below zero F. It 
means being up in storms and blli- 
7.ards and gales. It means taking off 
from and landing on deep and uneven 
'sriow, often tnor bank! ten feet deep.

In Conception bay, was cut off from 
the mainland for day* by au Ice block- 
ade In the bay.

10 allow a boat to get through It. For 
three days the thousands of miners 
there had been without malls or news- 
papers. Cottop loaded up bis machine 
.with St. John's newgpaperc and In n 
very fen' minutes had dropped them 
In the public square on Bell Island, 
and then circled around and saw the 
men rush for them aud opcu aud read 
them. This greatly Impressed the au- 
thorities. 


Some tieamera were frozen In lhe
